HEALTH OFFICERS 

To Fight Hookworm in Jefferson 
County— Fiscal Court Ap- 
propriates $500. 



War will be made on the hookworm 
in Jefferson county outside of Louis- 
ville beginning next week under the 
direction of Dr. W. W. Richmond, of 
the State Board ot Health, and Dr. 
B. W. Smock, of the Couuty Board 
of Health. For the extinction of this 
deadly parasite the Fiscal Court at 
its session Monday afternoon, appro- 
priated $500 to begin the work, and 
if more is necessary the court will 
see that it is furnished, it is said. It 
is estimated by Dr. Richmond that it 
will take between $800 and $1,000 for 
incidentals in connection with the 
campaign against the disease. Dr. 
Richmond's salary is paid by John D. 
Rockefellow, who has furnished the 
Kentucky State Board of Health 
$20,000 for the purpose of ridding the 
State, of the disease, but it is claimed 
a number of assistants are required 
to handle the work.
